AFFAIRS WITH RESPECT TO REQUEST FOR ASSIGNMENT OF FREQUENCIES. 
WITHIN POLAND PROVISIONS EXIST FOR OPERATION OF PRIVATE RADIO 
NETS SIMILAR TO RADIO TELEPHONES IN US. 

2. RCO BONN. GSO AND RSO WARSAW MET WITH MRS. WRZOSEK, DIRECTOR, 
STATE RADIO INSPECTION DISTRICT, MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS. 

PURPOSE OF THIS DISCUSSION WAS ESTABLISHMENT OF EMBASSY NET. 
FOLLOWING INFORMATION PROVIDED BY WRZOSEK: 

A. RADIO AND TELEPHONE MOVABLE LAND NETWORKS AUTHORIZED FOR 
COMMERCIAL AND PRIVATE USE IN POLAND. 

B. THE AMERICAN EMBASSY WARSAW WOULD PROBABLY BE AUTHORIZED 
USE OF A FREQUENCY WITHIN LIMITS OF EXISTING DIRECTIVES. 

C. RANGES BETWEEN WHICH FREQUENCY WOULD BE ASSIGNED: 300-308 
MHZ, 336-344 MHZ. 
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D. TRANSMISSION BANDWIDTH: 25 KHZ. 

E. POWER LIMITATION, INCLUDING BASE STATION: SIX (6) WATTS. 

F. MAXIMUM PERMITTED OPERATIONAL RAGE OF NET: 30 KM. (NOTE: 

THIS PERMITS VOCERAGE OF METROPOLITAN WARSAW.) 

G. TIME LIMIT FOR SETTING UP RADIO NET AFTER FREQUENCY HAS 
BEEN RESERVED: TWO (2) YEARS - SHOULD NET NOT BE OPERATIONAL 
WITHIN HTIS PERIOD USE OF FREQUENCY IS LOST WITHOUT NOTICE. 
EXTENSION NOT TO EXCEED ONE YEAR MAY BE GRANTED UPON APPLICATION 
WITH JUSTIFICATION AT LEAST ONE MONTH PRIOR TO END OF TWO YEAR 
PERIOD. 

3. WRZOSEK ADVISED WMBASSY COULD FURNISH ITS OWN EQUIPMENT 
OR POLISH EQUIPMENT COULD BE PURCHASED. SHOULD POLISH EQUIP- 
MENT BE USED THE COST OF BASE STATION, ONE MOBILE UNIT, 

ANTENNA, ETC., WOULD BE ABOUT $9,000. EACH ADDITIONAL MOBILE 
UNIT WOULD REQUIRE ABOUT $1,500. MAINTENACNE WOULD BE LEFT 
UP TO EMBASSY. 

4. REQUIRED NET TESTING: DISTRICT INSPECTORATE OF STATE RADIO 
SURVEY (APPARENTLY SIMILAR TO OUR FCC) MAY ADVISE TEST AND 
MEASUREMENT NEAR PROPOSED LOCATION OF BASE STATION. PURPOSE 
OF TEST WOULD BE TO DETERMINE POSSIBLE INTERFERENCE WITH 
TELEVISION, TELECOMMUNICATIONS, ETC. COST OF THESE TESTS TO BE 
RESPONSIBILITY OF EMBASSY. 

5. DURING THE COURSE OF DISCUSSION WRZOSEK ADVISED IT WAS 
POSSIBLE FORFREQUENCY RESERVED FOR WARSAW TO ALSO BE 
RESERVED FOR POZNAN AND KRAKOW. 

6. EQUIPMENT NEEDED BY WARSAW IS AS FOLLOWS: 

A. ONE BASE STATION WITH TWO REMOTE CONTROLS; 

B. FOUR MOBILE TRANSCEIVERS; 

C. TEN (HAND HELD) TRANSCEIVERS. 
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EQUIPMENT NOT REQUESTED FOR EITHER POZNAN OR KRAKOW, NEED 
FOR SUCH DOES NOT PRESENTLY EXIST. 

7. DEPARTMENTS REFTEL INDICATES SOVIETS USING COMMON CARRIER 
COMMERCIAL MOBILE RADIO-TELEPHONE SERVICE IN THE WASHINGTON 
AREA. ASSUME SUCH IS AB ATT. ABLE TO POLISH EMBASSY AND COULD 
BE USED BY THEM SHOULD THEY DESIRE. IF THIS IS NOT THE CASE, 

PLEASE ADVISE. 
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8. THE EMBASSY IS PRESENTLY PREPARING REQUEST TO THE POLISH 
GOVERNMENT FOR ASSIGNMENT OF A FREQUENCY.
